Nlkola tresla, ob« of the truly 
put lnv iitor* who calabrated bis 
elghty-fori rth blrthdey on July 10, 
teil« th«| writer that ba «Und« 
ready to'tdtvulg« to tha United 
PtBta» Government the »acrat of hU 
‘'taleforca,*' wlth which, ha sald, 
airplane motora would ba. melted at 
a distano« of 250 mllea, so that an 
Inviaibl« Chine*« "Wall of Dafenae 
would ba bullt around tha eountry 
agalnat any attamptad attack by an 
enemy alr forca, no matter how 

larg«. 

Thi« "teleforoe," ha «afd, 1« baasd 
on an antirely naw prlnclple of 
physica that "no on« bas aver 
dreatned about," different froyi tha 
principla amhodied in hi» invantions 
ralating to the transmission of alac- 
trloal power from a distanca, for 
which ba ha« received a numbar of 
baaio patent». Thls new typa of 
force, Mr. Teala aaid, would opar- 
mta through a beam ona one-hun- 
drad-millionth of a »quer* eantl- 
meter ln diameter, and eould ba 
ganarated fron? a apeci&l plant that 
would eost no more than $2,000,000 
and would take only about thraa 
months to conatruct. 

A dozen euch plante, looatad st 
■trategio polnta along tha ooaat, ao- 
oordlng to Mr. Tesla, would ba 
anough to dafend tlu oountry 
agalnat all poasible aarial attack.

Strange Genius 


A sk anv group of power men to name those who laid 
the foundation lor today’s electrical generation and 
distribution. You’U wind up with an impressive list— 
Edison, Brush, Thomson, Westinghouse, many others. 
But there is almost sure to be a significant omission. 

Yet this forgotten man conceived the polyphase ac mo¬ 
tor-still basic—and devised a suitable System of gen¬ 
eration and distribution for applying it. To grasp the 
magnitude of this contributi-on, we must turn back to the 
1880’s when the electrical era was being born, and the 
“battle of the Systems” beld sway. 

Are lights and motors were being operated on constant- 
current series Systems. Edison’s Pearl Street generating 
Station had opened in 1882, aupplying incandescent lamps 
and, later, de motors on a constant-potential System. Un- 
der the leadership of Westinghouse and Stanley, the 
advantages of ac distribution were demonstrated. But 
there was no suocesaful ac motor. 

In May, 1888, a young Yugo-SIav engineer, but four 
years in tbe United States, Tead a paper before the Amer¬ 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers. In it he deacribed 
a new ac system. Its heart was the induction motor with 
its basic and beautiful concept of tbe rotating magnedc 
field. Tbe man was Nilcola Tesla, the System be described 
was destined to sweep the field. 

With char&cteristic vision, George Westinghouse roal- 
ixed the fundamental importance of the polyphue ac 
system and acquired the basic patents. Its first impact on 
die general pubHc was at tbe Chicago World’* Fair of 
1893. There a 2-phase generator supplied motors and 
lamps, and, through rotary Converters and motor-gen- 
erators, a variety of de equipment.

But it remained for the Niagara Falls power projeot to 
demonstrate in the most dramatic way posaible that poly* 
phase ac was the system of the future. Since 1886 when 
a charter to develop its power had been granted, tbe eyes 
of the world had been on Niagara. An international Com¬ 
mission, beaded by Lord Kelvin, had reviewed 17 pro* 
posals, found none acceptable. Later, just five years after 
Tesla’s AIEE paper, it was officially decided to use tbe 
polyphase system. 

In August, 1895, Niagara power was delivered to tbe 
first industrial Customer and in 1896 ac transmission to 
Buffalo, 22 miles away, was begun. By that time, the 
steam turbine had been introduced in America and the 
modern age of electric power had truly opened. 

For Nikola Tesla, these fsr-reaching inventions were 
but a beginning. Still to come was.brilliant work in high 
frequencies, thinking basic to much of today’s radio art. 
Yet by the time of his death in 1943, both he and bis 
work had begun to slip into obscurity. Wby? 

A man of flashing insights and enormous brilliance, 
Tesla was largely indifferent to the development of his 
ideas. This he left to others while he followed the Iure 
of new challenges. In later years, bis projects became 
more grandiose, his wayg more mysterious, his pronounce* 
ments more Olympian. And working alone, aa he did, 
he formed none of the Institution al tiee that help to per- 
petuate a record of accomplishment. 

Next year—July 10, 1956—will be the lOOth anniver- 
sary of Nikola Tesk’s birth. It would be fitting for our 
engineering societies to commemorate this oocasion, to 
acknowledge our debt to this stränge and kmely genius 
who ohanged our world for the betteT.

Your letter, whlch was received cm July 30th, has 
been reviewed and I would llke to point out that FBI Agents were 
not involved in reinoval of papers from the safe of Dp. Nikola 
Tesla, nor did we at any time have cnstody of his property. 

I realize there have been some written accounts 
that our Agents acquired Dr, Tesla’s belongings; bowever, these 
ac counts are simply not true.

I am a Student of the history of Science at Oregon State University, and 
I am attempting to write a research paper on a very eccentric scientist 
who died in 1943. His name was Nikola^Tesla, a naturalized American of 
Serbian extraction, and he died in KIT"hotel room in New York City on 
January 8, 1943. 


Düring the years leading up to World War II, Nikola Tesla supposedly 
invented a "Death Ray” which could destroy several hundred aircraft. Mr. 
Tesla was a very prolific and Creative genius during his early years but 
gradually became something of a crackpot in his old age. As a Student of 
the history of Science, it is important to determine whether or not Tesla 
had any valid ideas in the plans for his death ray. Tesla invented the 
fluorescent light and also was one of the first scientists to discover 
X-Rays--hence there may be some possibility that his death ray might 
actually have been some crude type of laser.

Mr. Allen and Mr. Ruchlehaus, former acting Director of the 
FBI, contacted me in 1973 regarding the unavailability of 
American microfilm records of Nikola < ~Tesla's unpublished diary 
(now in the Beigrade museum, arranged by month per folder). 


At the time I discounted the possibility that these unpublished 
discoveries had military significance. But because of experiments 
now under way at Hill AFB, I now suspect such military 
applications exist and feel it imperative that you be notified, 
particularly in view of the fact that the Soviets have primary 
access to the entire Collection. 


Two photos of each page exist. 


After Tesla 's death, scientists from the Navy and OSS perfonned 
a cursory examination of the diary and notes, which if my 
memory serves me correctly, was one month long, hardly enough 
time to decipher Tesla's torturous handwriting. Though Tesla 
wrote in English, his penmanship was small, blurred, and as 
difficult to trans late as a foreign language. 


According to the museum director (1971), the Soviets had made 
copies of some portions, but not the Colorado Springs diary, 
which numbers 500 pages, 20 that directly pertain to ball 
lightning, and 20 or so relevant to the equipment construction 
(We copied the most significant portions, but feel more 



engineering magazine), but only with the very recent receip 
of an unpublished manuscript from John J. O'Neiirs book 
(PRODIGAL GENIUS) did i place credence on Tesla's later Claim 
to mil^ary applications. Incidentally, some of O'Neill's * 
desc^iptions were inaccurate and exagerated, as we have exceeded 
Tesl^s^esults and are familiär with the experiments. At any*^ 
rate, fctfere._£rW three possible military applications. 


MAY 
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First, Tesla claimed that the lightning balls (which destroyed 
his equipraent) could be used to destroy aircraft. I have 
talked to AF personnel --such as 

who saw one Inside his plane in f light --and 
found AF personnel fear these n rf balls," as they call them. 


Second, it is a suspicion of mine that ball lightning, if 
injected with lithium, could produce a cheap fusion bomb. 

Third--and this may be no more than a suspicion--thepropulsion 
mode of ball lightning involves electro-gravitic interaction, 
by which means air vehicles of revolutionary configuration may 
be constructed. There are no presently-known laws of physics 
that can account for the propulsion (400 mph or so when following 
an airliner). Other hitherto unsuspected applications may 
exist. 


None of these applications were the goal of Project Tesla, 
which centered on producing ball lightning as Tesla did and 
Studying it as a plasma confinement technique for fusion 
reactors. Incidentally, Tesla’s claim to setting up Standing 
waves on the earth's surface (wireless power) was erroneous 
and involved techniques similar to Project Sangui ne, that 
is, using the earth's atmosphere as a waveguide is 

aware of our research).

The ball may bounce 
along the floor and, on octa- 
sion, the sphere will "slip” 
through glass without breaking 
it. (The author recently investi- 
gatod one such case in a 
Hospital, in which the lighfs 
werc damaged.) At times it 
malerializes insidc or evcn 
outside aircraf! in flight, seem- 
ingly impervious to deformation 
from the vvind force. 


Witnesses of ball lightnir 
have induded such notables as 
Niels Bohr and Victor Weiss- 
kopf, the Director o( the MIT 
Physics Department.

Tesla saw preventatlve possibilities in bis new Invention 
which ombodied "death ray" characteristics and which was aiade several 
years after the foregoing statement was written. He saw it*providing 
a‘ curtain of protection which any country, no matter how small, could 
uso aa a protection against Invasion* '»hile he mlght offer it as a 
defensive weapon, however, there would be nothing to stop military 
men fron using it as a weapon of offense* 

While I did not know the nature of Tesla f s plan I was con- 
vinced that it did embody many discoveries that woiild be of doraner- 
cial value, and these were the an gl es he should seek to deyelop. I

A Tire ball is a stränge phonomenon associated with light“ 
jilng# bomo of the energy of thß lightnlng stroke appearc to become 
locked into a ball shaped structurc which may be of any sise from a 
couplo of Inches to a foot ln diameter* Xt looks like a perfect 
sphore, brightiy incandescent and fioats like a bubble, bei ng easily 
carried by air currents. They may last for a short tir.e, from a 
Xraction oi a'second to saany seconds* ln this interval, during 
which thoy atay fairly close to the ground, they may come close to 
rnany Objects with out damaging theta or being dajQQged by them* Sud- 
donly, for no kno.vn reason, the ball explodes doing as much damage 
es a bomb, if close to structures, and no damage if in the open* 


The firo ball looked to me like a gigantically enlarged 
xnodel of the tiny electron, one of the building blocks of matter, 
which acts as if it wcre just a cpberical arca of space in which an 
amount of energy was crystallized to .give it structure. I feit that 
if it were posslblo to discover hov/ a-large amount of energy was

might be gainca into the structure of the electron and other funda¬

"This condition acts as a trigger which may cause’ the total 
energy of thefowerful longcr v/ave to be discharged in an infinitos- 
mally small interval of tino and at e proportionately tremendously 
great rate of energy movement which cannot conline itself to the 
xnetal clrcuit and is released Into sv.rrounding space with incon- 
ceiva'olo vlolence. 11

The complex structure of a ship woula 
providc a great number of Spots in which elcctrical oscillationa will 
be set up of a much higher frequency than thoae coursing through the 
ship as a whole. Tnese par^siste_currents will react on the main 
current causing the production of fireballs wnich by thoir explosions 
will destroy the ship, even morc effectively than the explosion of tho 
magazlne which would also take place* A second oscillator may he'.used 
to transnit the shorter wavelength current* 

Somewhat Inter I learned the reason for Tesla 1 s reticence 
to discuss .details* This came shortly after Stanley Baldv/in re- 
placed Nevillo Chamberlin as Prime Minister of Great Britaln* 

Tesla revealed that ho had carrled on negotiations with 
Prime Minister Chamberlin for tho oale of his ray eystem to Great 
Britain for $»30,OCX),000 on the basis of his prosentation that the 
öevlce would providc complete protection for the British Islos 
agalnst any enemy approaching by sca or eir, and would provlde an

ho <3ec>w*ccf/ of t) „ncerJty of Mr# Chamber’ *1 nd bis intont to 
adopt-thc dcvico u 1t. v/ould have prcvented e outbreak of the 
ttidn threotening war, and would have made possible the continuation- 
undor tho duress v/hich this weapon v.’ould make possiblo - of the 
working ogreement involving France, Germany and Britain to maintain 
the Status quo in ■‘-urope. VVhon Chamberlin fallcd, at the Munich 
Conference, to retain this state of Kuropeon equilibrium it was 
necescary to get rid of Chamberlln and ins toll a new Prime Minister 
vho coulc nake tho effort to shift ono corner of the triangle from 
Germany to Hussia. Baldwin found no vlrt’ d in Tesla 1 3 plan and 
proemptorlally ended the negotiation3. 

Tesla was greatly disappolnted by the collapse of bis ne- 
gotiations with the British Government, With it there collapsed his 
hopes of proviöing a öemonstration of his rcost recent, and, what he 
conslöored, bis moct important discoveries. He did not, howovor, 
dwoll on the jubject; beyond tho single conversation ho did not men- 
tion the matter ngain. He did not get another Chance to financo the 
demonstration of these discoveries* 

Ihiring the period in which the negotiations v/erc belng 
carried on, Tesla declored, efforts had been made to steal the In¬ 
vention. His room had been entered and his papcrs exeminod but the 
thioves, or spies, left erapty handed. There wes no danger, he said, 
that his Invention could .be stolen for he had at no .time conmittcd 
any part of it to poper. He could trust his m.omory to preservo every 
fine detail of his investigations. This'was true, he said, of all 
of his later major discoveries. 

The na tu re of his System r/.kes little differtnee now; he 
bas gone and bas taken it with him. Perhaps, if there is any ccm- 
munication from beyond the veil that separates this lifo from what- 
ever exists hereaftcr, Tesla may look down upon earth's struggling 
mortals and find some v;ay of dropping a hint concerning what hc 
accomplishöd; but, if the Situation is such that this cannot take 
place, then we must await until the human rsce produces another 
Tesla*

xf you will check news paper riles as l'ar back as 
1934, I believe you will find that the earliest of 
the unexplalned ( and apparently unexplainable crash¬ 
es) occurred about that time. 

As I remember the events, it was during that year 
that three small planes exploded in the air over 
Texas and southwestern Kansas- and Oklahoma.

* Craok pilots do not sudd'enly become rank hams and 
bungle in handling a ship. Nor do the three motors 
(or even two) on the large airliners, stop simul- 
taneously without extremely sAfficfcfentt reason. 

Th ese things might happen once or even twice in 
a lifetime. They do not happen six and eight times 
a year. It is not logical that they should. 

To digress for a moment, I recali:reading an article 
in a magazine a year or two ago, written by - 

KTesla, the inventor. The article dealt with a new 
•“ITvvention of Mr. Tesla*s ... a giant induction coil 
which would project power (high voltage) through the 
atmosphere without the use of transmission wires. 

Mr. Tesla devoted some space to the possible social 
benefits that would result to the public should his 
Invention be perfected arri become practical. 

I have not heard of Mr. Tesla now in two or three 
years. Perhaps he has left the country. Perhaps he 
is still here. He might still be working on the In¬ 
vention described in the above-mentioned article. 

It might have been stolen from him. 

In any case, his views on the ideas presented by these 
two unconnected subjects, would he well worth while 
having. And if I had the money and the time, I should 
certainly make an effort to snoke him out myself. 

The thing is simply this: if one man can make an In¬ 
strument that will project power through the air for 
even so short a distance as 500 yards (the then- 
practical lioitations of Kr. Nikola»s device) it is 
entirely possible for another to project power for 
several hundreds of miles. And the effect of such 
uncontrolled power on metallic objects in its path 
is entirely unpredictable. 

Please do not think me a "crank” letter writer. I 
have never before written a letter of this type to 
anyone. But the idea seems to me so within the bounds 
of possibility that I most sincerely feel it will 
bear some practical study.

On April 7, 1950 agents of this Office interviewed Mr. J.V. POTTS, 

Vice President of the Manhattan Warehouse and Storage Company, 52nd Street 
& 7th Avenue, New Yoric City, and at that time Iß. POTIS advised that the 
rules of bis firm required that all peraons gaining access to goods stored 
by Manhattan first had to fill out an appropriate form setting forth their 
names, date of visit, and reason for requesting access to the goods. 

In a, review of the file pertaining to the storage of the effects of 
NIKDJAj^SSLA, MT.. PO^TS revealed that only one such visit had been made by 
peisons cutside of the management of Manhattan Storage itself. This one 
occa&^ion t-ook place on Janu&ry 26 and 27, 1943# at which time repräsentatives 
of the AÜen Property Custodian madc a thorough review of the entire effects 
of the TESLA estate. 

Tne TESLA effects are stored in rooms 5 J and 5L of Manhattan Storage ‘5 
warehouse at 52nd Street & 7th Avenue, New York QAty. MR. MICHAEL KING, who 
stated he had been Floor Supervisor for approximsärely 10 years on the floor 
in question, stated that he could recall only one occas^ion in early 1943 
vrhen an examination was made of the TESLA effects. Ke stated that at that 
time numerous photographs were taken by the examiners. His description of 
the eq dpment used would tend to Show that a microfilm reprod otion was made 
of scme of the papers of the deceased scientist. lf. # KING added that several 
of the group making the examination wore U.S. Navy uniforms, and during the 
two days required to complete the examination the civilian assistants in the 
group were identified to him only as n FEDE:'AL AUTTrdJTIES**. According to MTt. 
KING, no other instance of microfilming cf the records of the TESLA estate has 
taken place since that time.

An article appeared in the "Buffalo Evening News," 
a daily newspaper published in Buffalo, New York, on July 24, 
1976, which in part contained the folloving information: 

The article was captioned "Dignitaries Unveil 
Statue of ‘Genius’ Tesla." 

The article contained Information that NIKOLA 
TESLA was the inventor of the alternating current and the 
first man to successfully transmit electric power. The 
background of TESLA set out in the article revealed that he 
arrived in New York City in 1884 with four cents in his 
pocket and plans for an airplane and a book of poetry. v 
In 1888, he invented a System to m ike the transmission of 
alternating current practical, ac J7 was a millionaire 
but died at the age of 88 in New York City alone and 
penniless. 

The statue, approximately nine feet high, was 
erected on Goat Island, a site which is located on the 
property of the New York State Park and Recreation Department. 

The article revealed that more than a thousana 
people listened to FRANK G. 2ARB, Federal Energy Administration, 
representing President FORD, and Dr. IVO MARGAN, President of 
the Socialist Union of Croatia, representing Yugoslavian 
President TITO, as both pulled the cord unveiling the nine 
foot high statue of TESLA.

The sculpture was created by Yugoslavian FRANO ^ 
KRSINIC and was the bicentennial gift of the Yugoslavian 
people to the United States. Both of the above men read 
official greetings frora their presidents and exchanged 
pledges to continue good will and friendship between the 
two countries. 

The article stated that following the unveiling, 
a reception-luncheon was heId for several hundred persons 
at the Parkway-Ramada Inn, Niagara Falls, New York. Mr. 

ZARB toasted the Yugoslavian delegation which was answered 
by that country's Ambassador to the United States, DIMCE 
BELOVSKI. 

According to the article, there was a bit of 
diplomatic byplay between Mr. ZARB and Ambassador 
BELOVSKI during the ceremonies. In his remarks at the 
statue unveiling, Mr. ZARB inciudea an appeal to Yugoslavia 
to stop all harassment of Americans visiting that country. 

In responding to Mr. ZARB's toast at the luncheon, 
the Ambassador gave assurance that his country wants American 
visitors and will welcome them. 

According to the article, some observers thought 
that the Yugoslav release of an American held for the past 
seven months was timed to coincide with the unveiling of the 
statue. 

The tribute to TESLA was sponsored by several 
Yugoslavian groups in Cooperation with the Niagara Mohawk 
Power Corporation, We stinghouse , and the New York State 
Park and Recreation Commission.

Tinney f s colloquialisms, 
wnich the folks “back hörne” chuckle over— 
his "just-between-you-and-me, ain’t it the 
tmth. it short is ,> method—nphircd 
many a listener bored with the formal, polished, 
or cut and dried cocnments of other news- 
caaters. 

Sut there has been more to Tinney than 
his mannerisms. Speaking usually as a repre- 
•«atative of what the "common man" thinks 
about anairs at home and abroad, he has taken 
more than one direct and shrewd pot shot 
left of center, at stuffed »hirt policy, the doings 


of Big Business, politicians who coddle Fascism 
at the expense of democracy under high-sound- 
mg terms of Americaniirn, etc. It is not 
aurpnting that the sandy-haired young man 
the West has occasionally found him- 
self in hot water. Objectiors nave at times 
been made to the FCC on the "character of 
the broadcaster’s utterances.’’ But Tinney has 
apparently aurvived the allegations against him 
»ince he currently continues his bi-weeldy 
talks. 

The outspoken homespun philosopher, who 
has become a kind of Will Rogers columnist 
of the air. was bom Febmary 2. 1908 on 
a ranch in Pontotoc County, Oklahoma. His 
family, however. originally came from Texas, 
where his grandfather, a rugged Individualist, 
nad stränge politics for those parts, "My 
grandfather was a Texas Republican,” Tinney 
“y* «d*..‘‘«»d »hot him. Seems he 

exploited his sentunents one Saturday night 
y * room.

After attending the Oklahoma public schools 
Tinney enrolled at the Murray State School 
of Agriculture in Tishoraingo, Oklahoma 
There, however, his education lasted only two 
weeks.

Young Tinney apparently 
decided he could get a better schoolin g by 
travelmg and seeing the world at first hand.

W HEN Nikola Tesla died in 
January of 1943 in com- 
parative seclusion in a New 
York hotel, he owned no more than 
the few personal possessions that had 
become dear to him during the 86 
years of his life. Yet his estate was 
so fabulous that its value can never 
be truly assessed. And his heirs were 
the men and women of all the world. 

What price can be put on the work 
of a man who brought into being the 
electric power era? The industrial 
giant that the U. S. is today rests on 
the series of brilliant discoveries and 
inventions in the harnessing and 
transmission of electricity conceived 


by Nikola Tesla, who came to this 
country from the land of the South 
Slavs when he was 28 years of age. 

It was at midnight between July 9 
and 10 in 1856 that a son, Nikola, 
was bom to the Rev. Milutin Tesla 
and Djouka, his wife, in the little 
Serbian village of Smiljan, in the 
province of Lika. Now a part of 
Yugoslavia, it was at that time under 
Austro-Hungarian rule. 

Tesia’s father, a Serb, was a priest 
of the Greek Church, and his mother 
of a distinguished Serbian family, 
came from a long line of inventors. 
Both father and mother gave to the 
child a valuable heritage and culture 



developed and passen] on by ancestra] 
families that had been community 
leaders for many generations. 

It was at first planned that the son 
prepare for the prieathood but Nikola 
would have none of this. Physics and 
mathematics fascinated him. He 
would he a teacher of these favorite 
subjects. But then he switched to elec- 
trical engineering and at the age ol 
25 a graduate of Prague University— 
earlier training had been obtained 
at the Graz Polytechnic in Austria— 
he was set for his first job. 

At that time the American Tele¬ 
phone System was brought to Europe 
and an Installation set up in Buda¬ 
pest, where Tesla was a successful 
applicarit for a position. 

T h REE years later, in 1884, he was 
U. S. bound. There were 4 Cents in 
the young immigrant’s pocket when 
he arrived in New York, but that did 
not disturb bim. He had the names of 
friends. He would »oon get to work. 

His confidence waa well founded, 
aince within a few years be was 
counted among the ranking scientists 
of the country, his discoveries bring- 
ing in handsome royalties. . 

It is interesting to note the descrip- 
tion of Tesla at this time by his biog- 
rapher, J. J. OTVeill in the book, 
“Prodigal Genius”: “Tesla was a

spectacuiar, fi e ure ia New ,rk in 
1S9L A teil, dark, h&ndsc weil* 
bmh individual with « flare ior wear- 
ing ciothes that gave him an air of 
magnificence, who spoke perfect Eng- 
lish but carried an atmosphere of 
European cuiture. He was an out- 
»tanding personality to all who be- 
held him.” One of his colteagues 
described him as “immaculately 
groomed, and of delightful couriesy 
and charm.” 

A review of Tesla’s work ia noth¬ 
ing ahort of amazing. To quote from 
J. J. O’NeiU’s book . 

“It was Tesla’» invention of the polyphase 
altemating current «ystem that was directly 
responsible for itameMi»« Niagara Falls 
and opening the modern dectric super¬ 
power era in which elcctricity is transported 
for hundred» of miles to operate the tens 
of thouaands of mass production factories 
of our industrial System. 

"Every one of the tall, Martian trans- 
mission lines that stalks across the earth and 
whose wlres carry electricity to distant eit¬ 
les is a monument to Tesla, every dyn am« 
and every moior that drives every machine 
in the country is a monument to him. 

“He discovered the »ecret of transmitting 
electric power to tbe utmost onds of the 
earth wkhotit wires and demonstrated his 
system by which power could be drawn 
from the earth anywhere by making a Con¬ 
nection to the ground; he set the entire 
earth in electrical Vibration witb a genera- 
tot wbich sprouted lightning that rivaled 
the 6ery artillery of the heavens. It was a 
minor portion of this discovery that he cre- 
ated the modern radio system. He planned 
our faroadcasting methods of today 40 
years ago when others saw in tbe wireless 
only the dot and dash mesaage that might 
save «hip« in distress. 

“Tesla was an inventor but he was much 
«nore than a producer of devicee. He was 
a discoverer of new principles opening 
many new empires of knowledge which 
even today have been only partly explored, 
ln a single borst of Invention be created 
the world of power of today. 

“He brought mto being our electric power 
era, tbe rock bottom foundation tm which 
the industrial System of tbe entire world is 
builded. He gave tu our naaaa production 
System for without his motors and c orre n ts 
it eould not exist. 

“He jave us every essentisl of current 
radio. He invented radar 40 years before 
ks use in World War II. He gave us our 
modern neon and olher forma of gaaeous 
tabt lighting. He gave us luoroscent light - 
lag. He gave m tbe bigh fnqamcy cur- 
tum WWoh «re pufomku tbeir electronic 

^INdm thrayhnm Ae industrial and ated- 
H* gave us remas eoattrol by 


Always proud of bi« national eri- 
gin, Tda spoke as follow» during bis 
viait to Belgrad« In 1892 in aftswer to 
a «peech of welcome by tbe city’s 


mayor: ‘‘There is something in nt 
which is only perhaps illusory . . 
'lut if 1 were to be sufficiently for- 
tunate to bring about at least some 
of my ideas it would be for the bene- 
fit of all humanity. If these hopeß 
become one day a reality, my greatest 
joy would spring from the fact that 
this work would be the work of a 
Serb” 

Teala dedicated bis life to peace, 
to lightentng the bürden of toii from 
the shoulders of his fellow man. As 
every acientist who *o interprets his 
function in aoeiety, he was stricken 
when he *aw the coming of World 

War II and his inventions being pre- 
pared for destructive purposes. He 
ßought desperatelv to prevent the war 
and made available a device which he 
offered to the world, maintaining that 
it would make any country, no mat¬ 
ter how small, safe within its bound- 
aries. His offer was rejected. 

But once the war was an accom- 
pliahed fact, and when the people’s 
armies rose in defense of their na- 
tions in what appeared to be an un- 
eoual fight, he did all he could to 
rally bis countrymen to work to the 
limit in tbe war effort. 

Shortly before his death he wrote 
as follows to his nephew, M. Sava 
Kosanovic, now Yugoslav Ambassa- 
dor to the U. : 

“President Roosevelt and Donald 
Nelson, Direktor of our War Produc - 
tion have repeatedly urged the Amer - 
ican people, workers and employers, 
to meet as fully as possible the goals 
established for the production of war 
materials. . . . For that reason, my 
dear brothers and sisters, as the old¬ 
est Serb, Yugoslav and American in 
the V . S., I am addressing this letter 
to you, asking you to answer the call 
of President Roosevelt. 

“The achievemcnts of our brothers 
in the old country eure worthy of the 
tpirü which permeates our foUdorc 
... the fate of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slotrenes is inseparable” 

Teala was not aatiafied witb bis 
achievementa is releaaing tbe earth’s 
tnergies so that men could work with 
loa# backbreaking effort and live xnore 
comfortahly. Tbe man who could 


draw up a desi c n for a perfect motor 
was also concemed with drawing up 
a plan for a better world. WTien 
Teala read the address of the then 
Vice-President, Henry A. Wallace, on 
The Future of the Common Man, he 
was fired with enthusiaam. The Yugo¬ 
slav edition of the speech included 
a preface by Nikola Tesla written in 
October, 1942; 

“Om of this war, tbe greatest since the 
beginning of history* a new worid must be 
born, a world that would justify tbe sacri- 
fices offered by humanity. This new world 
must be a world ia which there sball be no 
exploitation of tbe weak by tbe strong, of 
the good by tbe evil; wbere there will be 
no htaniliition of the poor by the violence 
of the rieh; wbere tbe producta of intellect, 
Science and art will serve aoeiety for the 
betterment and beautification of life, and not 
individuale for the amassing of wealth. This 
new world sball not be a world of tbe down- 
trodden and humiliated, but of free men 
and free aatioos, equaJ in dignity and re- 
spect for man . , , n 

This man, whose work was so ad- 
vanced of his time that much of it 
still remains unexplored could have 
Lmassed millions, but he was so little 
interested in personal gain that to 
save his friend, Mr. Westinghouse, 
from bankruptey he tore up a con- 
tract which would have brought him 
812 millions in royalties. Pressed for 
ftrnds during the latter part of his 
life, many of bis inventions are lost 
to the world. 

But thoueh be was often short of 
money he would walk over to Herald 
Square and feed the pigeons. It was 
almost a sacred trust, feeding the 
pjeeons twice a day. They had been 
his personal responsibility through 
the years, and if he could not be 
there to do tbe feeding, a Western 
Union messenger boy would Be hired 
to do the job in his stead. Often he 
would forget an important en«jage- 
mrnt so that he might keep his “date” 
on Herald Square. The pigeons were 
a way to xelaxation, a note of warmth 
in an otherwise rigidly diaciplined 
life. He had few friends and never 
married, since he feit a scientist must 
kesp himaelf free of personal rela- 
tionihips that would be unduly de- 
man ding.

his art ,In hiß flttitude toward 
various events in the iife around him, 
wbich im press him strongly, he does 
not take sides. He does not praise one 
and hurt the other; he merely de- 
scribes everything he sees, describes 
it with the delicate, sweet colors of 
• poetry... . 

Geo was fined 20,000 leva and 
sentenced to one year in prison. He 
couid not believe that the court could 
make such a decision. With joking 
reference to the dullness of “their 
Honors,” he Jeft the courtroom be- 
lieving that the decision would never 
be carried out. 

He was right Unable to «soforce 
their decision legalüy, the government 
resorted to illegal means. 

Next day, May 15, 1925, Geo was 
lddnapped from his home and killed 
hy underlings of Prime Minister 
Alexander Tzankoff. 

The cultural world of Europe pro- 
tested Geo’s death. Henri Barbusse, of 
France, visited Bulgaria to investigate 
the case. In his book “The Murder- 
ers” he made reference to the circum* 
stances of Geo’s death. Max Rein¬ 
hardt protested and “regretted the 
loss of a very gifted theater director.” 
Oskar Kokoshka, in Vienna, recog- 
nized the loss of “a precious critic 
and leamed connoiaseur of modern 
art.“ 


Many Bulgarian writets were si¬ 
lent. Fearing for their lives, they did 
not dare to speak a Word for Geo 
Milev or express regret for his death. 
The more courageous of them stated 
that “talent auch as Geo’s is bom 
onlv once in a hundred yeers,” that 
“He was the most cultured Bulgar¬ 
ian,” “The most honest and courage¬ 


ous.

bis iife, he read a paper on the occa- 
sion oi his 80th birthday on the per- 
fection of a tube for atom amashing. 
As if that were not enough, he also 
presented a System of interplanetary 
communication. 

Thus the fragmentary story of the 
Iife and work of a Yugoslav Immi¬ 
grant who, like so many tens of thou- 
sands of his fellow countrymen, left 
their homeland rather than live as 
subjects within the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. 

He made a unique contribution to 
his adopted }and, so ideally suited to 
the full scope of his genius, “the like 
of wbich in all history could prob* 
ably be counted on the fingers of one 
hand.” 

It is to be boped that just as he 
brought electrification to the U. S. 
in the short span of ten years, his 
adopted country might assist in the 
full electrification of the Balkans, 
reversing its present policy toward 
New Yugoslavia. 


Czech and in Russia into Russian. 

A few courageous young people in 
Bulgaria printed pamphlets about 
Geo. They were prompt ly tortured 
and imprisoned. 

We, his family, searched for him 
for months, but we never leamed 
exactly where and how he was killed. 

Tbere were rumors that he had 
been shot in the mountains, that he 
had been bumed in the furnace of 
“Public Safety.” These measures 
were used by Bulgarian Fascists long 
before the worid knew of Hitler. Both 
stories, however, avowed that his 
spirit was not crusbed. 

Geo’s voice was silenced forever. 
The murderers triumphed, but they 
forgot that he who apeaks for the 
freedom of a tonnen ted and deprived 
people does not die. In today’s New 
Bulgaria, Geo Milev is honored as 
täte of her most dhenshed sons. Geo’s 
poems axe oelebrated especially hy 
the youtb of today, the hei re oi the 
September Revolution of 1944, which 
fulfilled his prediction of a decade 
before that “September will be May.“

with Wallace). The same was true 
again in the period of Andrew Jack¬ 
son, when American democracy took 
another long Step forward. WTen 
Lincoln came along and started a new 
party, his most steadfast backing 
came from the numerous new-immi- 
grant groups—Germans, Finns, Poles. 
Scandinavians and others. 

This was quite natural. As new- 
comers who came here seeking Üb- 
erty, abundance and opportunity, 
they had a more acute sense of what 
America professed, and they took 
American principles more seriously 
than many of the old-1 ine Americans 
who had begun to be matter-of-fact, 
if not smug, about the country. As 
newcomers, they were somewhat out- 
side the mainstream of American Iife. 
By going behind the cause of Wash¬ 
ington, Jefferson, Jackson and Lin¬ 
coln, they became part of the main- 
stream. They promoted themselves 
from second-class citizens to first- 
class. 1t was Americanization at its 
very best. It made history, it enriched 
the traditions, it integrated the new 
Americans into the country as a 
whole. 

And it is quite natural, and very 
fortunate, that many of us in the 
new-immigrant groups have joined 
with many old-line Negro Americans, 
with many white Americans of the 
earlier immigration waves, with Hen¬ 
ry Wallace, in this movement to form 
a new party and make it competent to 
deal with the complex problems loom- 
ing before us. Many of us Slavic 
Americans already in 1946 and early 
in 1947, sensed that Henry Wallace 
was right, and we became part of the 
growing impulse to form a new party.

Kegardless of what some of our oppo- 
nents have said, this fact is strictlv 
and wonderfullv in the American tra- 
dition. It is part of the Americaniza¬ 
tion process. It is according to the 
American Way. We are promoting 
ourselves from second-class to first- 
class citüenship. This is resented by 
some of the Americans of the older 
strains, the self-styled Standard Amer¬ 
icans; but don’t let that worry you too 
much. They, too, are being American- 
ized or re-Americanized as you as- 
sum«' your full rights and duties of 
citizenship. Americanism has its 
Standards, to be sure; very high 
Standards; but it is not anything rigid 
or dead; it is alive, vital, open to 
change and enrichment. 

Slavic Americans are part of the 
whole immense American dynamic 
which is as yet little understood, and 
is full of promises and dangers. By 
coming here, we of the new immigra¬ 
tion greath complicated the Ameri¬ 
can civilization as it was, say, 90 or 
100 years ago. Most Slavic immi- 
grants became workers in the great 
industries, and now their energy is 
integral with the American scene as 
a whole. Most immigrants in the last 
100 years or so worked hard. many 
of them too hard at too little pay, and 
helped to create a complex industrial 
machine which, lest it overwhelm us. 
now needs intelligent handling and 
control. It is our duty to take an ac- 
tive interest in finding an approach 
to the immense industrial, economic 
and social problems facing us: for, 
let me repeat, our coming here and 
our labors in the last several decades 
have helped to create these problems. 

Most of us who came over were 


ordinary people. But in the new im¬ 
migration waves were also some ex- 
traordinary human beings. There 
was, for instance, a man of genius, 
Nikola ^esla. His numerous inven- 
tions now are one of the most impor¬ 
tant factors in the immense American 
industrial scheme which throbs with 
the high promises that pulsated 
through Tesla’s brain, but which are 
also full of dangers. Personally, as 
one who happens to be proud of be¬ 
ing of the same background as was 
Tesla, I feel it is my special duty to 
help do what is necessary to insure 
that Tesla’s work, as well as the work 
of ordinary men and women, will 
go into the fulfillment of promises in 
our American Way of Life, rather 
than contribute to the catastrophe 
now threatening. 

X 1942, Henry Wallace made his 
famous speech on “The Century 
of the Common Man.” Nikola Tesla, 
who was a very uncommon man, pub- 
licly endorsed that speech in glowdng 
terms. And I think that I speak not 
only for myself, but also for Tesla, 
when l assert that the American W ay 
of Life is not the way of incredibly 
greedy monopoly profits and prohibi- 
tive prices for the necessities of life. 
Look at this picture: Millions of men 
in their best years who fought and 
suffered, many of whom will carry 
greater or lesser disabilities to their 
graves—veterans to whom we said 
“Nothing is too good for you“—are 
unable to secure homes of minimum 
decency and convenience. Their fami- 
lies cannot be adequateiy fed with 
meat at 70tf to $1.2ü a pound. What- 
ever wage increases they may secure
